Declaration  between  Great  Britain  and  Russia— Estates  of  Deceased  Seamen. 

The  term  "ostato"  includes  all  "  property,  wagos  duo,  money  and  other 
eflects"  lelt  l)y  a  deceased  .seaman  on  board  a  ship. 

The  term  ""  Consul  "  includes  Consul-General,  Consul,  Vice-Consul,  and 
every  person  for  the  time  being  discharging  the  duties  of  Consul-General, 
Consul  or  Vice- Consul. 

AKTICI.E    IV. 

The  present  Declaration  shall  be  concluded  for  a  term  of  three  years,  to 
date  from  the  day  of  its  signature.  At  the  expiration  of  this  term  and  of 
each  successive  term  of  three  years  it  shall  be  continued  for  a  i'urther  term 
of  three  years,  unless  one  of  the  High  Contracting  I'arties  shall  give  notice 
for  its  termination  one  year  before  the  expiration  of  any  such  term  of  three 
years. 

In  witness  whereof  the  undersigned,  duly  authorized  to  that  eli'ect, 
have  signed  the  present  Declaration,  and  have  alhxed  thereto  the  seal  of 
their  arm^.

Tl/  HEREAS  by  the  Extradition  Acts  of  1870  and  1873,  it  was  amongst 
T  T  other  things  enacted,  that  where  an  arrangement  has  been  made  with 
any  foreign  State  with  respect  to  the  surrender  to  such  State  of  any  fugitive 
criminals.  Her  Majesty  may,  by  Order  in  Council,  direct  that  the  said  Acts 
shall  apply  hi  the  case  of  such  foreign  Stale;  and  that  Her  Majesty  may,  by 
the  same  or  any  subsequent  Order,  limit  the  operation  of  the  Order,  and 
restrict  the  same  to  fugitive  criminals  who  are  in  or  suspected  of  being  in 
the  part  of  Her  Majesty's  dominions  specified  in  the  Order,  and  render  the 
operation  thereof  .subject  to  such  conditions,  exceptions,  and  qualifications 
as  may  be  deemed  expedient  : 

And  whereas  a  Treaty  was  concluded  on  the  thirty-first  dav  of  March, 
one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  seventv-four,  between  Her  Majesty  and 
the  Swiss  Confederation,  for  the  Mutual  Extradition  of  Fugitive  Criminals.-*

"  The  I<\^deral  Council  of  the  Swiss  Confederation,  the  Federal  Coun- 
cillor, M.  Fridolin  Anderwert,  Chief  of  the  Federal  ]Jepartment  of  Justice 
and  I'olice  ; 

'•  Who,  after  having  reciprocallv  proved  their  full  powers,  have  con- 
cluded the  following  Convention  : — 

"The  duration  of  the  Treaty  of  Extradition  of  the  31st  March,  1874 
between  the  United  Kingdom  of  Great  Britain  and  Ireland  and  the' Swiss 
Confederation  shall  be  prolonged  from  the  22nd  December,  1880,  until  the 
moment  when  the  new  Treaty  of  Extradition  of  the  2Gth  November,  1880 
shall  come  into  force  in  the  two  countries.  '  '

TyilEREAS  by  "The  Merchant  Shipping  Act  Amendment  Act,  18G2,"  it 
T  T  is  enacted  that  whenever  it  is  made  to  appear  to  Her  Majesty  that  the 
rules  concerning  the  measurement  of  tonnage  of  merchant  ships  for  the  time 
being  in  force  under  the  principal  Act  have  been  adopted  by  the  Govern- 
ment of  any  foreign  country,  and  are  in  force  in  that  country,  it  shall  be 
lavyful  for  Her  Majesty  by  Order  in  Council,  to  direct  that  the 
ships  of  such  foreign  country  shall  be  deemed  to  be  of  the  ton- 
nage denoted  in  their  certificate  of  registry  or  other  national  papers, 
and  thereupon,  it  shall  no  longer  be  necessary  for  such  ships  to  be 
re-measured  in  any  port  or  place  in  Her  Majesty's  dominions;  but  such 
ships  shall  be  deemed  to  be  of  the  tonnage  deiiott^d  in  their  certificates  of 
registry  or  other  papers,  in  the  same  manner,  to  the  same  extent,  and  for  the 
same  purposes,  in,  to,  and  for  which  the  tonnage  denoted  in  the  certificates 
of  registry  of  British  ships  is  to  be  deemed  the  tonnage  of  such  ships  : 

And  whereas  it  has  been  made  to  appear  to  Her  Majesty,  that  the  rules 
concerning  the  measurement  of  tonnage  of  merchant  ships  now  in  force 
under  "  The  Merchant  Shipping  Act,  1854,"  have  been  adopted  by  the  Oov- 
ernments  of  Russia  and  the  Grand  Duchy  of  Finland,  with  the  exception, 
as  regards  Russian  Steamships,  of  a  slight  difference  in  the  mode  of  estimat- 
ing the  allowance  for  engine  room,  and  such  rules  are  now  in  force  in  those 
countries,  having  come  into  operation  at  the  following  dates,  viz  ;  in  Russia 
on  the  20th  day  of  December,  1879,  and  in  the  Grand  Duchy  of  Finland  on 
the  first  day  of  June,  1877  ; 
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Her  Majesty  is  hereby  pleased,  by  and  with  the  advice  of  Hit  Trivv 
Council,  to  direct  as  follows  : 

1.  As  regards  sailing  ships;  that  merchant  sailing  ships  of  the  said

that  merchant  steam  ships  belonging  to  the  said  Grand  Duchy  of  Finland 
the  measurement  whereof  has,  alter  the  said  1st  dav  of  June,  1877,  been 
ascertained,  denoted,  and  testified,  as  aforesaid,  shall  be  deemed  to  be  of  the 
tonnage  denoted  in  such  registers  or  other  national  papers  in  the  same 
manner,  and  to  the  same  extent,  and  for  the  same  jmrpose,  in,  to,  and  for 
which  the  tonnage  denoted  in  the  ccrtilicate  of  British  ships  is  deemed  to 
be  the  tonnage  of  such  ships;  provided,  nevertheless,  that  if  the  owiun-  or 
master  of  any  such  Russian  steam  ship  desires  the  deduction  for  engine  room 
in  his  ships  to  be  estimated  under  the  rules  for  engine  room  meLisurement 
and  deduction  applicable  to  British  ships  instead  of  under  the  Russian  rule 
the  engine  room  shall  be  measured  and  the  deduction  calculated  accordino- 
to  the  British  rules.  ^

By  an  Order  in  Council  of  Saturday,  19th  day  of  June,  1880,  the  duty 
to  be  exacted  on  Tomatoes  in  cans  and  on  Canned  Meats,  was  fixed  at  the 
rate  of  two  cents  per  pound,  which  rate   includes  the   duty  on  the  cans 
and  the  weight  on  which  duty  is   payable  includes  the  weiffht  of  the

HIS  EXCELLENCY   THE   GOVERNOR  GENERAL  IN   COUNCIL. 

WHEREAS  the  Customs  TarifTimposes  a  duty  on  cans  containing  imported 
fish;  and  whereas,  under  certain  restrictions,  a  drawback  is  payable 
on  materials  used  in  the  manufacture  of  packages  or  cans  containing  canned 
fish  exported';  and  whereas  difficulties  have  arisen  in  respect  to  the  identi- 
fication of  canned  fish  arriving  in  one  Province  of  the  Dominion,  in  transitu 
through  the  United  States,  from  another  Province  of  the  Dominion,  and  in 
determining  its  legal  status  with  regard  to  the  payment  of  duty  or  non-pay- 
ment of  drawback  on  the  cans  containing  sai.ie, — 

Thereibre,  in  order  the  more  eil'ectually  to  guard  against  error  in  the 
collecting  or  non- collecting  of  duty,  and  in  the  payment  or  non-payment  of 
drawback  on  cans  contaijiing  such  fish,  His  Excellency  the  Governor 
General  in  Council  has  been  pleased  to  order,  and  it  is  hereby  ordered,  that, 
on  the  shipment  of  canned  fish,  the  product  of  one  Province  of  the  Dominion 
to  another,  through  the  United  States,  the  shipper  thereof  shall  make  at  the 
time,  and  at  the  I'ort  of  such  shipment,  a  Transitu  Report  of  such  shipment, 
in  the  form  hereto  annexed,  or  in  such  other  form  as  the  Minister  of  Customs 
may  require ;  which  said  T?.eport  shall  be  made  in  triplicate,  one  copy 
whereof  to  be  retained  on  file  at  the  Port  of  shipment,  the  second  to  be 
forwarded  fortliwith  by  the  Collector  of  Customs  at  sitch  Port  to  the  Collector 
at  the  Port  of  destination,  and  the  third  to  the  Cu.stoms  Department,  under 
cover  to  the  accountant  of  said  Department. 

Failing  the  receipt  of  such  a  Report,  fully  identifying  any  canned  fish 
received  at  his  Port  vid  the  United  States,  the  Collector  of  Customs  shall 
consider  the  cans  containing  such  canned  fish  as  subject  to  duty  and  collect 
the  same  accordingly  : —
